Trials, tribulations 
of being a parole 
comrnissioner

... . TWIN- FALLS - Serving as a Board of 
'Pardons and Parole commissioner is no 
light part-time job. 

- -And'Russell Newcomb, a commission- 
er from Twin Foils, says it’s just as well 
he is retired, because of the time the job 
requires. Newcomb, 62, accepted the 
appointment in July 1995, just three 
months after retiring from his practice as 
a surgeon. 

Newcomb, who served a term os state 
representative and another as a state 
senator, said the public service of the 
position appealed to him. He also hoped 
to apply his skill as a corc^ver to heal 
broken lives. 

The board's five members ore charged 
with hearing every parole request for 
every inmate In Idaho’s prisons. They 
meet 10 days a montlvand can hear 28 
or 29 coses per day, Newcomb said. 

Commissioners arc paid $150 per day 
for parole, pardon or revocation hearings, 
and reimbursed for their expenses. For, 
meetings other thatvboard himrings, com-i 
missioners get $75 per dt^, {dus expfos<& !

Noting that the Tabernacle on 
Temple Square was filled for the

The church president, revered 
by Mormons as a "prophet,- seer 
and revelator,” also announced 
that property had been acquired in 
Albuquerque, N.M.; and in 
Campinas, Brazil, for construction 
of new temples. 

Hinckley has dedicated 24 of the 
church’s 49 operating temples and 
several more are either under con- 
struction or planned. 

- Updated statistics released 
Saturday put diurch membership 
at 9,694,549 at the end of 1996. The 
church’s fulltime mlssionaxy force 
grew to 52,938, compared to 48,631* 
at the end of 1995, and there were 
321385 convert baptisms in 1996.

Legislators can have a greater 
effect than they intend on ^ pris- 
ons, Newcomb said. Minimum sen- 
tencing laws also cany a price tag. 

"I tffink they're coming to the 
realization that those lawr'dcT 
impact this system,” Newcomb 
said. "There were a number of ■ 
laws changed this session that will 
place people in the ^tem with- 
out thinking of the number of peo- 
ple it will place into the ^stem.” 
Newcomb regards parole hear- 
ings as a grave responsibility. He

New drugs ease or eliminate 
some of (hose problems, but for 
most people it's the sickest 
they’ve be^ in their lifetimes. 

*'lt*s impossible to hide,” said 
Char BasUo'Davis, climcnl social 
worker at ihe Cancer Center and 
a cancer and chemotherapy 
survivor. "If you lose your hair, 
the whole world can see you’re 
sick. That’s so hard for a lot of 
people, and it has a profound 
effect on their fanulies.” 

Even harder is the uncertainly. 

"We don’t us© the word-^cure'— 

around here,” Courtnay said. 
"Because cancer can come bock 
next month, next year or 10 years 
- fromnow.”-' ' 

Chemotherapy, which is often 
used in combination with surgery 
and radiation, has its critics. 

"Aside from certain rare can- 
cers, it is not possible td detect 
any sudden changes in the dcotb 
rates for any of the major can- 
cers that could be credited to 
chemotherapy,” wrote John 
Cairns, a professor of microbiolo- - 
gy at Harvard University, in 
"Scientific American.” "Whedier 
any of th© common cancers con 
be cured by chemotherapy has 
yet to be established.” 

' But that’s a minority opinion in 
the medical community. 

"These are the best tools wc 
have available, and they’re 
improving all the . time,” 
Cburtnay said. "They don’t 
always work and.they don’t 
nlways keep cancer away if you 
become cancer-free, but they 
help,prolong lives.” 

Chemotherapy drugs woric by 
interfering >9ith cancer cells’ 
ability to grow or.multiply, and 
different groups of drugs act on 
cells in different ways. 

For that reason, there’s no 
such thing as a standard course 
of chemomerapy. 

"It’s as individualized as the 
. patient,” Couitntw said. "Even 
patients who are diagnosed with 
the same diseoM might get dif- 
ferent drugs, dependkig on their 
history and the status of their 
cancer."

pie, attacks DNA and causes 
breaks in the DNA strands. 
Carmustine, used for brain 
tumors and lymphomas, inhibits 
enzyme changes necessary for 
DNA repair. 

Antibiotics, and hormones are 
also sometimes used in some 
therapies. 

"Chemotherapy is effective for 
syst emic ca ncers because it 
works at the'cellular level,” 
Courtnay said. "It woiks on can- 
cers that can't be treated directly 
by radiation.” 

That's important, because can- 
cer often kUls by spreading else- 
where in the body. 

A ^cle of chemotherapy, often 
accompanied by radiation, fol- 
lows within weeks of surgery, 
which is still doctors’ first treat- 
ment for many cancers. 

"The drugs are administered 
cyclically,” Courtnay explained. 
"You might get one drug, and 
then come back in a week and ' 
get the same drug or another 
one, or drugs in combination, 

. depending on the disease.” 

I These ^cles ore often repeat-

"Some chemotherapy is ame- 
lioradve, and that's sometimes

It con all be overwhelming, 
Basila-Davis said.' 

"These people have, usually 
within a few weeks, gone from 
getting the bad news that they 
have cancer to surgery or radia- 
tion or chemotherapy, or all of 
the above,” she said. 

Attitude matters, she soys, but 
not in the way that many people 
expect 

"Cancer patients who oy to be 
’up’ ore wasting ener^ they . 
oe^ to fight their disease,” she 
’’ said. "Those who do best are 
those who just concentrate on 
being themselvesi and that 
includes allowing themselves to 
Teel bad sometimes.”

— co m es te real l y s erioorlie sv th y—

Nobody knows whether the art 
of lyi^is more’proitic^'dLtol-'' 
erated today, though 'some 
observers of human behavior say 
mobility and technology have 
expanded the opportunities for 
. lying. 

Charles Ford, doctor of psychi- 
atry at the University ^ of 
Alabama at Birmingham and 
author of "Liesl Lies) LiesI The 
P^chblogy of Deceit,” says' the 
breakdown in communities and 
in the nuclear family have less- 
ened the odds of liars being dis- 
covered. 

"People are more mobQ^ tb^ 
don’t grow up In the same kind of 
fairly re str i ct e d sodal jsettings we 
had 40 or 50 years ago, so they 
can get away with lying,” be says.
